JERUSALEM—British Civil Investigation Division head- 
quarters in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and Jaffa were blasted last 
Thursday night by high explosive bombs and mortar shells. The 
explosions took-place almost simultaneously in the three cities. 
At leasé twelve persons, including several Jews, were killed. 


The explosion in Jerusalem occurred at 7:23 p.m., demolish- 
ing the front part of the C.L.D. building which is located in the 
Russian Compound, facing Jaffa Road, the main street of Jeru- 
salem. The bombed area was cordoned off by troops and police 
who detailed everyone within the area for interrogation, in- 
cluding British soldiers. Armored cars stood by and military 
units with machine guns controlled all approaches to the center 
of the city where seven bombs exploded. 


According to the official communique one superintendent 
of police was seriously injured and one assistant superintendent 
is missing. Four African soldiers on guard duties were killed 
and six seriously injured. Four Palestine auxiliary constables 
were injured and one British officer and two British constables 
were shot and killed near the Orion cinema while pursuing one 


attacker. 


The bomb-throwers retaliated when troops opened 


fire with machine-guns and tommy-guns, and a running fight fol- 
lowed through Princess Mary Street and a Moslem cemetery 


in the heart of the town. 


Fifty helmeted Jews, wearing British battle dress, made an 
attempt to raid the Reme Arms Stores at Tel Aviv. One soldier, 
Lance Corporal Simon, was killed. The communique said that 
as far as can be ascertained the attackers suffered casualties. 
There were also several heavy explosions in Tel Aviv. 


The District Police Headquarters on the Jaffa-Tel Aviv road 
was also attacked at about the same time. The ground and first 
floor of the telephone exchange was wrecked. One Arab tele- 
a qpusaree and one British , peonman were killed. 





Reuters Hears British 
May Deport Zionist Heads

DON—“Wild reports are in circulation in Jerusalem that 
Zionist leaders are about to be deported and the Jewish Agency 
closed down,” it was reported here from Palestine by Reuters, a 


British news agency. 


“There is no indication that the Government contemplates 


such a step,” the report contin- 
ued. “It is believed however, 
that there will be some action 
to assert the Government’s au- 
thority over the Jewish popula- 
tion.” 

The report says that “a sense 
of uneasy expectation” is hang- 
ing over both the public and the 
authorities in Jerusalem. The 
authorities were understood to be 
worried by failure to trace the 
terrorists responsible for last 
week’s attack on police headquar- 
ters in Jerusalem and Jaffa and 
an arms depot in Tel Aviv, Reu- 
ters states. The only arms found 
so far appear to be those used 
by the attackers and thrown 
away in the pursuit, the report 
reveals.

LONDON—Jewish circles here were incensed at the statement 


reportedly made at Frankfort by Lt. Gen. Sir Frederick Morgan, 
UNRRA director for Germany, in which he asserted that a special 
Jewish force was organizing emigration of Jews from Poland. Ac- 
cording to Reuters, Morgan allegedly said he had seen an “exodus 
ot Jews from Poland on Russian trains, who were well dressed, 
well fed, healthy and had pockets bulging with money.” 

Morgan reportedly added that “all of them told a monotonous 
story of threats, pogroms and atrocities in Poland as their reason 
for leaving.” Morgan reportedly added he did not know who was 
financing the movement of stuffing Jewish pockets with Russian 
printed marks. 

Wants To Influence Finding of Inquiry Commission. 

The British Board of Jewish Deputies are considering a pro- 
test, while A. L. Easterman, executive secretary of the World Jew- 
ish Congress, issued a statement charging that Morgan’s state- 
ment was “fantastically untrue and designed to influence the find- 
ings of the Anglo-American Inquiry Committee.” 

Morgan said at a press conference that he was unable to put 
a finger on the purported organization around which such a Jew: 
ish movement revolved. He said he believed that the organiza- 
tion was camouflaged carefully. 

“The Jews seem to have an organized plan that can become a 
world force—a weak force numerically, but one which is gener- 
ating power for getting what they want,” the British officer said. 
“Their positive plan is to get out of Europe.” 

Morgan said he was becoming more and more convinced that 
reports of pogroms and atrocities against the Jews in Poland were 
based less and less on fact. 

He charged that such stories were by-products of an organ- 
ized Jewish plan to force the United Nations to take some action 
giving the Jews a permanent home. 

Says Stories of Atrocities, Pogroms Not True. 

Morgan’s representatives have been unable to find any con- 
crete example of pogroms inside Poland, he said. The stories in- 
variably were that the atrocities “occurred in the next town,” Mor- 
gan said. 

The purported clandestine “organization” of which Morgan 
spoke seems to be centered in Poland: and Bavaria, Re said. Some 
motivating force or promise, he said, is influencing the Jews to 
give up comfortable living in Poland, as evidenced by their physi- 
cal condition, cress and snoney ‘when they reach Beriin.

FEW GERMANS PROTECTED 


JEWS, SAYS RABBI BAECK

HINGTON—Rabbi Leo Beck, former chief rabbi of Berlin 
and first German Jew to visit the United States since the war, de- 
ciared here that relatively few Germans had sought to protect Jews. 

Rabbi Baeck, who was imprisoned at Theresienstadt from Jan- 
uary, 1943, until May of 1945, when he was ) aed by senna troops, 


disclosed that of the 200,000 Ger- 
man Jews in 1939 only 4,000 are 
alive today, that of the 150,000 
who lived in Austria before the 
war there are only 3,000 surviv- 
ors. 

Stressing that it was impos- 
sible for Jews to remain in Ger- 
many because of the fact that 
the minds of Germans from four- 
year-olds up have been poisoned 
against the Jews, Rabbi Baeck 
said he felt. that it was even 
more essential to make arrange- 
ments for the departure of the 
displaced Jews most of whom, he 
added, do not want to return to 
their former homes. He said 
Palestine was the only hope of 
the surviving Jews. 


Rabbi Baeck, who is returning 
to London to head the work of 
the B’nai B’rith European Aid 
Council, revealed that he was 
the only living survivor of his 
three brothers and four sisters, 
and ascribed his own escape 
from execution by the Nazis to a 
mistake made when they killed 
another man of the same name, 
being then removed from the 
list.

1 Life For 200,000 Jews; 
Kramp Gets Death

WARSAW—Rudolphe Kramp, 


vice commander of the Lodz 
Ghetto during the German occu- 


pation, has been sentenced to 
death this week by a Polish 
court. 

The indictment charged 


Kramp with responsibility in di- 
recting the murder of more than 
200,000 Jews in Lodz. Witnesses 
testified that on one occasion 
Kramp rounded up several thou- 
sand Jews and carried them off 
to the Jewish cemetery in Lodz, 
where they were executed by 
German soldiers after being 
forced to dig their own mass- 
graves. 


Simultaneously it was dis- 
closed that the Minister of Jus- 
tice had issued a decree that Paul 
Hoffman, convicted German chief 
of the Maidenak death camp, be 
hanged in public near the site of 
the very camp at which he or- 
dered the execution of hundreds 
of thousands of Jews and Poles. 
Hoffman was recently sentenced 
to death by a special court at 
Lublin,

Most Jews Do Nothing About FEPC, 
Says New Commander Of JWV

National Commander, Jewish War Veterans 
OST Jews today favor the enactment of a Fair Employment 
Practices Law to prevent discrimination on the grounds of 


race, color or creed. But it was not always thus. 


I remember five 


or six years ago, when there was a definite opposition to such leg- 
islation on the grounds that it was unenforceable, that you couldn’t 


legislate discrimination out of ex- 
istence and that, besides, the il- 
legality of discrimination was in- 
herent in our constitution. 

The fact that the great majority 
of Jews today favor the enact- 
ment of FEPC legislation, both 
federally in the various states, is 
all to the good. It is a sign of 
our developing maturity, our 
growing sense of reality and a 
deeper respect that we now have 
for ourselves as Jews. But what 
disturbs me is the complacency 
with which most Jews approach 
the problem of achieving federal 
and state FEPC legislation. Sure, 
we're for it: but we don’t do very 
much fighting to achieve our de- 
sire. 

Eager to Pass Resolutions. 

Our organizations pass resolu- 
tions favoring FEPC and our lead- 
ers—generally in speeches to fel- 
low Jews—endorse its principle 
but we don’t fight for our convic- 
tions. We don’t take on FEPC 
as a real crusade; we don’t write 
letters to our Congressmen and 
our state legislators; we don’t 
make FEPC an election issue. 

I sometimes feel that the rea- 
son for all this lethargic approach 
to the achievement of FEPC leg- 
islation is that we don’t really 
understand the significance of the 
passage of such legislation. Every- 
thing that was said against FEPC 
five or six years ago is still true. 
Such legislation is not complete- 
ly enforceable, you can’t legis- 
late hate and discrimination out 
of the hearts of our fellow-Amer- 
icans and, most certainly, there 
should be no discrimination in 
this country if we lived up to 
the basic tenets of our way of 
life. 


Why, then, you ask, the need 
for the passage of FEPC legisla- 
tion? Basically, we need a legal 
reaffirmation of the principles for 
which America was founded, for 
which we fought and died in the 
recently ended war. The Ameri- 
can Constitution guaranteed that 
all men were “created free and 
equal” but we nevertheless need- 
ed special amendments to our 
Constitution after the Civil War 
to give equal status under the 
law to negroes. 


Compares Outlawing of Slavery. 


It is true, of course, that all 
negro slavery didn’t end with the 
Civil War and the constitutional 
changes. Many remained in eco- 
nomic slavery and were otherwise 
discriminated against socially and 
Spiritually. But it is also true 
that the lot of the negro has im- 
proved considerably since his free- 
dom was guaranteed constitution- 
ally. At least a principle was es- 
tablished, a measuring stick pro- 
vided. 


It is because the passage of 
FEPC legislation will reaffirm 
American adherence to the prin- 
ciples of true democracy, because 
it will set up a special court of 
inquiry in cases of discrimination 
and because it will be a psycho- 
logical as well as legal barrier 
to discrimination that its passage 
is so important. One can’t too 
often take steps in the right di- 
rection, either legally or spiritu- 
ally. 

We're all against sin; have been

so for many years. But we pass 
laws against specific sins as the 
need arises; ministers continue 
to preach against the violation of 
the laws of both man and God. 
It is because discrimination on 
the basis of race, color or creed 
is a Sin that we must crusade for 
the passage of laws favoring the 
establishment of Fair Employ- 
ment Practice Commissions, both 
nationally and in the various 
states. Passage of such legisla- 
tion is not a cure-all but it is a 
step in the right direction, a sanc- 
tion against discrimination, both 
legally and morally.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Nation- 
wide legislation making it a 
crime to defame any religious, 
ethnic or minority group was ad- 
vocated by Dr. M. F. Ashley 
Montagu, associate professor of 
anatomy at Hahnemann Medical 
College at a meeting of the 
American Association of Physi- 
cal Anthropologists. 

“Group libel is morally repre- 
hensible, socially disruptive and 
the cause of great injustice and 
unhappiness to the individual,” he 
said.

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British Correspondent Describes How Haganah Landed 300 Immigrants

LONDON—A dramatic eye-witness description of how 300 “non-certificated 


immigrants landed in Palestine from a vessel which had been at sea for two weeks, 
is given by Jon Kimche, Palestine correspondent of the Reuter news agency. 

“I was called soon after midnight by a public relations officer of the “Haganah’ 
and was told that the landing was being carried out,” the British correspondent 
cabled from Haifa. “A car called for me and took me out of the city as soon as the 
curfew was lifted at 5:30 a.m. 

“All approaches to the landing area were still guarded by ‘Haganah’ officials. 
Apparently the vessel bringing the immigrants had evaded a shadowing British 
plane during a storm on Christmas Eve, and as a result the landing beach was 
changed at the last moment. There were no small boats to take the arriving Jews 
ashore and the schooner had to come close inshore and foundered. Girls and women 
aboard cried as there seemed to be no chance of getting ashore in view of the 
stormy waters. But ‘Haganah’ stevedores constructed a rope bride and the last 
passenger landed soon after midnight. In the distance the sweeping searchlights 
of British destroyers could be seen, but did not come close. 

“The sea was running rough, and the immigrants were soaked to the skin, 
but there were 250 complete sets of clothing waiting for them. At the most all were 
between 15 and 35. Some had been on their way for nine months, from Poland and 
Eastern Europe. One girl had been in Auschwitz and Mauthausen concentration 
camps and a group of boys had come from Dachau. 

“Today all these newcomers were already being absorbed in settlements and 
elsewhere in Palestine, and ‘Haganah’ officials declared they would intensify their

WHAT CHUNA WEARS on his feet look more like suitcases 
than like shoes. He lumbers like a Teddy Bear—a Big Teddy Bear. 

The other day he walked into the private office in the ZOA 
used by Daniel Frisch. Chuna was getting ready to bawl out Dan- 
iel because he found it so hard to locate him—he had been chas- 
ing all over town, from the Emergency Council to the ZOA and 
thence to other Zionist offices. But no sooner did he open the door 
than he—Chuna Himself—got scared. With Daniel Frisch was 
closeted the Indianapolis rabbi who is every bit as tall as Chuna.

When Chuna walked in, I said to him, “Chuna, I want to write 
about you. What shall I say?” And then I found out that Chuna 
has not only circulation but the stuff that makes circulation. In 
five minutes he told me how I could fill a column about Chuna.

THE ONLY BIT OF NEWS Chuna could give me about him- 
self was that he was getting ready to celebrate his sixtieth birth- 
day sometime early in Spring. Everybody is getting older these 
days. He wants some money fer travelling expenses with which 
to go to Palestine and some money for the Jewish National Fund. 
I dare’say you will hear about it. 

Chuna used to be younger and more impudent and daring. He 
was born in a small town in Poland the name of which he once 
told me which I[ forget. He lived in Warsaw, where he was active 
in the Revolutionary Movement as a Poale-Zionist. Was arrested 
several times and was tortured by the Secret Police. Came to To- 
ronto where he soon became famous as a public nuisance and an 
active communal worker. During the economic crisis in the years 
shortly before the First World War, baptised Jews were very ac- 
tive among the unemployed offering food and shelter to those who 
would take the plunge. Chuna.used to break up the meetings of 
the missionaries by shouting “Fire” and by playing Kol-Nidre on 
a small phonograph he carried under his arm. Then he came to 
New York and became famous. Then he came to Palestine and 
was famous there. Then he came back to America. Some people 
say that Palestinians like to hear reports about Chuna in Amer- 
ica and Americans like to hear how Chuna is doing in Palestine.

YOU WANT TO KNOW HOW CHUNA is making a living? 
That’s what Chuna would like to know. Whatever he gets from 
the Zionists and the Poale-Zionists for services rendered, he’s got 
to chase for. And chasing comes harder these days than it used 
to when Chuna was younger and the Zionist movement smaller. 
Imagine chasing Frisch all over town and finding him with Rabbi 
Chodos in a private room in the ZOA. Or chasing Silver all over 
New York until he ups and takes a plane to Cleveland. Or run- 
ning after Neumann who is busy preparing the brief for the In- 
quiry Commission, busy re-organizing the ZOA, busy this, busy 
that, and then before you know he has gone to Washington. 

So there remains only the old stalwart, Louis Lipsky. Lipsky 
is too much of a humorist and too much interested in the pictur- 
esque side of humanity not to welcome Chuna. Besides, Lipsky is 
interested in Jewish folk-life. And Chuna is just one big hunk of 
that. Students of Jewish folklore ought to note down Chuna’s 
homely sayings, his witticisms, his wisecracks. He is shrewd and 
a keen student of human nature. 

But chasing Zionist leaders is only part of Chuna’s troubles. 
There are his old associates, the Labor Zionists. It is quite a way 
from 42nd street where the ZOA is, to the Labor Zionist offices at 
45 East 17th street. Chuna complains that car fare comes to quite 
a bit. Not as much as the carfare of the ZOA officials who keep 
commuting between Washington and New York, but quite a bit 
nevertheless. 

So now you know what Chuna’s troubles are. 

Lipsky told Chuna that in Palestine people inquired about him. 
They miss him. 

Do you remember the court fools in Shakespeare’s plays? Do 
you remember how clever and keen their words could be? That’s 
Chuna. The jester of Israel. And pretty smart at that.

Great Britain’s policy on Palestine prepared by William B. Ziff, in- 
ternational authority on the Middle East, and author of “The Rape 
of Palestine,” was presented this week to all members of the Ameri- 
can Congress and widely publicized in the American press.

(Calif.) 


(1) There is no basic Arab-Hebrew animosity, except that artificial- 
ly stimulated by the British, 

(2) The claim that Great Britain is afraid of the military might of 
the Arab states is a hoax, and the assertion that a half million 
American troops would be required to keep the peace in the 
Middle East is an absurdity. Order in the Middle East is now 
being kept by a limited modern fighting force of a few thou- 
sand men equipped with airplanes and tanks. Actually the 
Hebrews of Palestine are quite capable now of patrolling their 
own country, and if necessary, the entire Near Middle East in 
the interests of the United Nations. 

(3) The present leadership in all Arab countries was placed in 
power as a result of British intervention, and is kept there by. 
the same means. 

(4) The protests about Hebrew immigration to Palestine are Brit- 
ish instigated and come only from those Moslem countries 
which are under British rule. 

(5) The so-called Arab League is a creation fostered by Great 
Britain, and its members are but instruments of British for- 
eign policy, who speak only when they are told to speak. 

(6) There is no such thing as Pan-Americanism or Pan-Moslemism. 
The Arabs are hopelessly divided into quarreling and com- 
petitive kingdoms, tribes, castes and sects, with no or very lit- 
tle conception of what we understand by national conscious- 
ness. The most tragic proof is what is going on now in Java 
where the Moslem native population is being slaughtered by 
British troops and has declared the much-feared Holy War, 
without any reprecussion from any Moslem country under 
British rule. 

(7) Great Britain keeps up the fiction of Arab might and military 
threats in order to get rid of her obligation towards Palestine 
—for fear of Hebrew industrial competition and of introducing 
democracy in the Middle East. It is also being used as a pre- 
text to preserve her imperial domination on the whole area 
in expectation of a war against Russia, which she hopes that 
America will be involved. 

(8) The British Administration in pursuing the above aims is, 
therefore, determined to sacrifice the remnants of the Hebrew 
people through forbidding them entrance into their national 
territory. Pursuing this object it has transformed Palestine 
into the only country on earth where anti-Semitic laws still 
prevail, 

(9) 99% of Europe’s Hebrews want to go to Palestine. 

(10) The European “Jewish question” must be settled, so that the 
tortured Hebrews be not used again as the means for some 
hate-spouting dictator to rise to power. 

(11) In order to prevent Hebrew repatriation a new blood bath is 
being prepared in Palestine. 

(12) The United States of America by virtue of its international 
commitments has a right to investigate British trusteeship 
under the Mandate, and to prevent the greatest tragedy of our 
times from becoming complete.

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5-Year-Old French Miss Arrives In U. S.: 
Was Hidden By Christian Professor's Family

NEW YORK — Five-year-old 


Kathleen Apotheker, a child of 


the French “underground” who. 


was hidden by a Christian fam- 
ily during the Nazi occupation of 
Paris, was one of the passengers 
aboard the Santa Paula, a troop 
ship, as it arrived in New York 
recently with 2,494 returning 


American veterans. Kathleen was - 


located in Paris and her immi- 
gration was arranged with the 
aid of the Nationai Refugee Serv- 
ce, a constituent agency of the 
United Jewish Appeal. She came 
here to live with her uncle and 
aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Kurt Pincus, 
on Long Island. 

The youngest refugee child to 
eross the Atlantic aboard a troop 
ship, Kathleen was at first fright- 
ened by the sight of the strange 
big buildings and the speeding 
traffic. The child’s timidity was 
soon overcome by the _ school 
teacher accompanying her, the 
veterans aboard the ship, and the 
reporters interested in meeting 
the little lady who was the sym- 
bol of the tragic fortunes of war. 

Kathleen’s story is typical of 
many Jewish refugee children 
who are alive today because of 
the protection and care given to 
them by Christian families. Kath- 
leen does not remember her 
mother, Ruth, for she was only 
one year old when the Gestapo 
raided their hotel room in Hotel 
Helvetia in Paris and took the 
mother away. The baby was left 
alone in the hotel room, and 
was found there by the proprie- 
tor, a Monsieur Chollet. He 
placed Kathleen in a private

This Zionist Moved By Schwartz's Herzl, 
But Play And Acting Not Without Faults

ii you convulse with a Zionist 


praecox, it will be impossible for 


you to analyse the dramatic content and artistic bearing of 


the play, “Dr. Herzl.” It is only occasionally that you hear the rumb- 


ling of atrocious stage-handling, 


and the in®Sincerity of the play- 


acting. Only at rare moments do you sense your own presence 


and can accurately survey the 
theatrical life of what you are 
witnessing. For after all, all of 
this is as real a part of your be- 
ing as a manual movement. You 
might as well try to look objec- 
tively at your fingers and con- 
sider them as a few bones, some 
muscles, some cartilage, veins 
and arteries. 

However the reign of Zionistic 
ardor that has transfixed your 
sensibility for review is at timcs 
cast off by the Siberian blasts that 
enter in through the theatrical 
door as late-comers shake off the 
New York winter. If this does 
not affect you, in your bundled- 
up visions, then the lemonish 
strains of the bleeding musical 
arrangement, grate you _ into 
consciousness. Thus momentar- 
ily aware you may remark to 
yourself that the play is a play 
and at its very beginning does 
not respond favorably to your 
expectations.

IN ACT II you remark that 
Herzl is a weakling in his deal- 
ing with Baron de Hirsch. Where 
you should have demanded a 
will of fire, a leader convinced of 
the strength of self-created limit- 
less legions, you have a retreat- 
ing, mellow, cool, deliberate 
European diplomat. The famous 
Herzlian soliloquy about a “flag” 
is aborted. You also remark that 
the First Zionist Congress’ is 
Basle in 1897 which is reduced to 
a _ solo-few-minutes as Herzl 
speaks to the audience-delegates, 
falters upon the first crag of 
effeciiveness. This is a carpeted 
Herzl, not the clenched fist, nor 
the personal furor of a man 
pushing back the hurricane of 
world mockery. 





It is only with the entrance of 
Herzl into a colony in Eretz 
Israel after meeting with Kaiser 
Wilhelm II that there is the first 
clutching at the majesty and 
dedication of this entire produc- 
tion.

DURING the intermission, a 


very pertinent observation might 
be directed at the audience. 
Please do not clap repeatedly 
during the performance. Of 
course it is hard not to do so, 7s 
such choices of Herzl’s words,

Dream,” and the appearances of 
such folklores as Max Nordau, 
David Wolfshon make their way 
in. This is like touching an icy- 
hand to a satiating dream. 

In Act II Herzl finds that he 
has really thrown off Maurice 
Schwartz for good, and the audi- 
ence finds that it is no longer in 
a theatre. Here is the Sultan, 
with Herzl, talking Turkey. Here 
is a willful but tired, a forceful 
but sick, a shrewd but uncer- 
tain Herzl promising the Sultan 
an Empire of bakheesh, bluffing 
with a pair of deuces against a 
Royal Flush.

ee are H* your house been burnt? Hath your property 

been destroyed before your face? Are you wife 

and children destitute of a bed to lie on, or bread to live on? Have 

you lost a parent or a child by their hands, and yourself the ruined 

and wretched survivor? If you have not, then are you not a judge of 

wretched survivors. If you have not, then are you not a judge of 
those who have... .” 

These burning and indignant words, penned almost 170 years 
ago by Thomas Paine in “Common Sense” should today be read 
again and again by those American Jews who sit in their panelled 
offices and their steam-heated apartments, and make plans for the 
future of the remnants of European Jewry, completely at variance 
with the wishes of those whose fate is involved. 

THE LATEST BIT of presumptuous advice, headed, “Must the 
Jews Quit Europe?” is written by Zachariah Shuster, and appears, 
not very surprisingly, in “Commentary” the organ of the American 
Jewish Committee. From the tangle of conflicting issues and moral 
diiemmas which Mr. Shuster poses, there emerges his acknowledged 
finding that “emigration is certainly a vital necessity for many of 
the Jews ...” that “large numbers of them want to get away. . .” 
that “the great majority .. .do not wish to return to the countries 
from which they came . .” that “99.5% of the Jews originating 
from Poland have the definite and unchangeable desire to go to 
Palestine. . . .” and despite these acknowledged facts, Mr. Shuster 
draws the line at one word: “total.” He objects to the evacuation 
of ALL the Jews from Europe. 

It matters little what the conditions are which may necessitate 
such exodus, but a Jewish element must remain in Europe he in- 
sists, lest by our evacuation we give the impression that we are 
abandoning our rights, and seeming to agree that “it is a non-Jewish 
world, an Aryan world, where there is no place for Israel.” 


* * * 


VERY WELL, if Mr. Shuster feels so strongly that some Jews 
must remain in Europe to maintain our equity there, as it were, 
let him proceed to Germany and make his home there. And he 
might be accompanied by the officers of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, and by some of the members of the American Council for 
Judaism, who subscribe to the same point of view. Why must they 
consign the survivors of the concentration camps to the thankless 
task of holding aloft the Jewish torch in anti-Semitic ridden lands? 
Have they not suffered enough? 

But many of the countries of Europe will not permit Jewish 
emigration. Mr. Shuster protests, and he cites those lands under 
Soviet influence. They are going to insist on a democratic set-up— 
they will even be prepared to cram democracy down the throats 
of Jews who long only for escape. The author does not condone this 
situation, but since it exists, he metaphorically rubs his hands in 
glee, for it will ensure the continued presence of Jews in Europe. 
We shall not have abdictated!

TO MAKE HIS POINT more effective, the author extends his 
line of reasoning ad absurdum, and the result is little short of 
ridiculous. If we preach exodus of Jews from Europe, why not 
preach the same for Jews in other countries. “Why not plan a 
universal exodus?” ; 

He has his answer, ready-made: ‘Palestine simply cannot ab- 
sorb the world’s eleven million Jews.” 

It is because Mr. Shuster echoes the opinions of a handful of 
Jewish obstructionists, men who are in a position to influence nae 
tional policy and action in complete disregard of public opinion, 
that we cannot ignore this nonsense, and must brand it wherever 
it is presented.

THE SIMPLE FACTS are that life in Europe is today unlive- 
ale for the Jewish people. The continent is not democratic, despite 
all Mr. Shuster’s wishful thinking, and will not be for a long time 
to come. Besides, there are important psychological factors, which 
affect the happiness of the surviving Jews. And finally the Jews 
desire (a weak word under the circumstances) to leave. If there are 
ten or a hundred or a thousand who wish to remain, for a variety 
of reasons, which we need not go into here, let them stay. Zionists 
are not resorting to arm-twisting to help people make up their 
minds. Quite the contrary, British truncheons and starvation diets 
and German overlords are being utilized in an attempt to discourage 
all emigration sentiment among inmates of concentration camps. 
These are Mr. Shuster’s allies. 

Britain’s motives may be complex, but those of Mr. Shuster 
and his happy family of Proskauers, Rosenwalds, et al are two-fold 
and simple: First, they oppose mass evacuation from Europe out 
of their inordinate and unreasoning hatred of Zionism; and sec- 
ondly, they are terror-stricken at the thought of what may happen to 
their personal security should the failure of Emancipation be 
thoroughly demonstrated. 

Let them read again the words of Thomas Paine: “Hath your 
house been burnt? ....”

with Hitler completely veered the 
regime to anti-Semitism. The 
zeal with which the Jews fought 
in the Ethiopian war, and their 
sacrifices, were utterly forgotten. 
No less a person than Farinacci, 
the Secretary .of the Fascist 
Party, opened the anti-Semitic on- 
slaught in 1936 with a violent ti- 
rade against Jewish “subversive 
influence”. The ensuing Jewish 
abasement was rewarded with a 
foul anti-Semitic book “The Jews 
of Italy” by Deputy P. Orano 
and Rector of Perugian Univer- 
sity, which literally threw Ital- 
ian Jewry into wild panic. 


HE recent conversion of the 

former “chief rabbi” of 
Rome to Catholicism, threw Ital- 
jan and world Jewry into con- 
sternation. By collecting all the 
pertinent facts in this tragedy, 
and by placing them before the 
Jewish world not only in vivid 
style, but in dramatic form, Dr. 
Louis I. Neuman has rendered a 
valiant and lasting service to 
truth and to Israel. 

Zolli, born Zoller, in Brody, 
Austrian Galicia, in 1881, became 
in 1910 assistant to the saintly 
Rabbi Chajes, then Chief Rabbi 
at Trieste. Upon the latter’s com- 
ing to Vienna, Zoller succeeded 
him. At Trieste, he led an un- 
happy and frustrated existence, 
isolating himself from his con- 
gregation, and concentrating upon 
abstruse and useless studies. Most 
significantly, he wrote much on 
Jesus. One book in particular, 
“The Nazarene” (1938) shows 
Zolli “to be the victim of a Jesus 
-Shwaeimerei, an enthusiasm 
for Jesus which has sometimes 
come to obsess Jewish writers.”

THE SUDDEN elevation of the 
wily and frustrated Zolli to the 
position of “chief rabbi’ was 
maneuvered by a lay leadership 
eager for a rabbi who would “toe 
the mark,” who would be a 
mouthpiece for its own Jewish 
disloyalties and degradation. The 
story should be made required 
reading for all synagogue mem- 
bers. Though charged with re- 
sponsibilities for selecting rabbis, 
Parnassim are with rare excep- 
tions totally ignorant of those 
qualities which rabbis must and 
should possess. Lay leaders too 
often deliberately prefer rabbis 
of weak character, of no convic- 
tions, who like Zolli are “all 
things to men”, easily dominated 
and controlled. And, warns Dr. 
Newman, there are altogether too 
many Zolli’s in the American Jew- 
ish pulpit, as is evidenced by the 
miserable company of rabbinical 
lackeys and time servers who 
have sold their souls to the 
wealthy reactionary laymen of 
the un-American Council for 
Judaism.

THE ONLY ANSWER the Jews 
could give in this crisis was fur- 
ther appeasement and humilia- 
tion and degradation. A commit- 
tee of “Italians of the Jewish Re- 
ligion” met at Florence on May 
30, 1937 and drew up the so-called 
“Manifesto of Rifredi’, with a 
program identical in every de- 
tail with that now proclaimed 
here by the so-called American 
Council for Judaism. The mani- 
festo solemnly declared “that the 
Italians of the Jewish Religion 
are... hostile to anything what- 
soever that is international . . 
we consider Judaism as a pure- 
ly religious matter . .. we have 
nothing in common with anyone 
who professes the Zionist doc- 
trine, ete. Another declaration 
hailing from Rome insisted that 
“the Fascists of the Jewish re- 
ligion cannot be anything but 
anti-Zionists . . . Here we feel 
ourselves Italian by right of 
name...” 

To achieve reinstatement in the 
good graces of the mad dictator, 
the “Italians of the Jewish Re- 
ligion” now inaugurated a bitter 
crusade against Zionism and Jew- 
ish Nationalism, on the theory 
that Fascism and Zionism con- 
flict, and that no good Fascist 
could be a Zionist. What these 
frightened cowards could not ap- 
preciate was that it was a moral 
outrage to: be “a good Fascist”, 
that if Zionism conflicted with 
Fascism, the cause was the base 
and reactionary character of Fa- 
cism, that the defect lay in Fa- 
scism exclusively, not in Zionism. 
Had they been brave Jews and 
honorable Italians, they would 

“have repudiated Fascism and fol- 
lowed Zionism. But they were 
cheap turncoats, only seeking 
safety, which they did not find 








What should be discarded and re- 
pudiated is not Zionism but the 
vile revolting and reactionary con- 
cepts of Americanism which the 
American Council clique is propa- 
gating in this land. 

Once the “Italians of the Jew- 
ish Religion” declared war on 
Zionism, they decided to force the 
resignation of the revered Rabbi 


Prato, the chief of Rome, an ar- “ 


dent Zionist, who refused to de- 
nounce his faith and Zionist loy- 
alties. Rabbi Prato was a native 
Italian Jew, a scholar of note, 
and on truly friendly terms-with 
Mussolini and with his chief 
henchmen. If anyone could have 
helped the Jews, it was he. De- 
spite this, the “Italians of the 
Jewish Religion” preferred a for- 
eigner by birth who would follow 
their anti-Zionist line, and obey 
their wishes. For such a humil- 
iating role, no better creature 
than Zolli could be discovered in 
the whole of Italy. And the Jew- 
ish quislings in Rome chose him 
to succeed the noble and fear- 
less Rabbi Prato. That the pu- 
pil excelled his masters in trea- 
son, that he actually apostasized, 
simply . proves what a _ superb 
choice he was!

DURING the Nazi occupation, 
Zolli went into hiding at the Vati- 
ean, a fact which created much 
bitterness and distrust among the 
Jews in Rome. After liberation, 
though he returned to his official 
duties, he felt “insecure”, in view 
of his record. He faced grave 
charges of desertion, of failure 
to perform his duties after the 


- manner of other Italian rabbis 


who actually stood up to the Nazis 
and together with their families 
were murdered for their defiance. 
Out of spite, and to get even 
with those who rightly distrust- 
ed him, Zolli became an apostate. 
On Feb. 13, 1945, he was baptized 
and joined the Catholic Church 
with his wife and daughter. That 
he could have served as a rabb’ 
during the long months he con- 
templated apostasy proves the 
depths of his moral corruption, 
his inner spiritual decay, his ut- 
ter worthlessness. 

If there is one book which 
Jews should read this coming 
year, I recommend this unique 
volume, as thrilling as an excit- 
ing detective story. It will help 
towards understanding the bitter 
struggle against Zionism now be- 
ing waged by a handful of Jew- 
ish quislings who would like to 
emulate Zolli, but who lack the 
courage.

N the Jewish community of our town, re- 
cently, there was a moment when the 
dreadful potentialities of the liberated atom 
became a minor topic. The talk was about 
a certain paragraph that had appeared in one 
of the temple bulletins. 

Rabbi Victor Reichert had made an an- 
nouncement: The week before he had wel- 
comed five young Christian ladies into the 
Jewish faith. They had been converted and 
without any reservations had accepted the 
older faith. 

Such a thing never had happened before in 
our town. The citizens had heard of an occas. 
ional convert to Judaism. They had heard ot 
devoted ladies, former Christians, who after 
marriage to Jewish gen- 
tlemen had become ac- 
tive members of syna- 
gogues. They were a few 
in number but. they 
were up as examples 
for ladies of Jewish 
birth who were not the 
most faithful priestesses 
at the Jewish altar. 

Now here were five $ 
young Christian ladies converted to J udaism at 
one time! This was a prodigy of conversion.

To become a Chris- 
tian for the sake of love wasn’t quite as hard 
as becoming a Jew for that reason. To be- 
come a Christian was to become a member of 
a favored group in the world.

You were a Christian and that was the 
end of the matter. Other nominal Christians 
could engage in all kinds of skullduggeries 
but you weren’t blamed for them. Your child 
would be allowed to attain any goal of its 
ambition; there were no quotas for Christians. 
You might even ascend to the highest peak 
of being a Christian: You might get into the

Some of our people clicked their tongues, 
half in admiration of the five young Christian 
ladies, half in deeply troubled perplexity.

“Everything seemed settled,” she said. The 
rental agent told her he would be ready to sign 
the lease in a day or so. ...

RABBI REICHER! hadn't taken the five 
young ladies into the Jewish fold offhand. 
They had had to take a course of study in 
Judaism. He hadn’t asked them to become 
Jews; he had been meticulous to tell them 
about the historic disabilities of Jews. At the 
end he had examined them on their know]- 
edge of Judaism. He had required that each 
of them write a brief essay on why she wanted 
to be Jewish. 

He let me read several of these essays. 
There was the one written by Miss K—— F-—, 
Her subject was, “What Judaism Means to 
Me.” 

“Judaism to many people is merely a de- 
scriptive word applied to a science of religion 
or an escapist theology-—a theology devised by 
many people to be used as a desirable means 
of gaining religion or a reasonable fascimile 

. .” she wrote. 

“Judaism is a means of personal life; an 
expression of personal experience, a token of 
personal relationship with God and man. 

“My greatest treasures are my ideals—the 
thoughts, aims and dreams by which my life 
is directed. Judaism is an inward treasure, 
a form, a light which is the basis of all ideals 
in life. 

“In my own life Judaism shall act as a bond- 
ing influence upon these things which I cher: 
ish dearly, mainly, the everyday desire of 
happiness. 

“It is regarded as a code of pr inciples and 
ethics meant to lessen evil, misery, to in- 
crease happiness, knowledge, joy, and a grow- 
aing friendship among men and the fellowship 
and peace among people. 

“These things guide my life and those af- 
fected by my actions—and to this goal I shall 
continually strive, to be worthy of Judaism 
which I am truly happy to accept as my faith.” 

I give Miss K-—— F——’s essay to those who 
think of Judaism as a disability that keeps 
them out of the better hotels and apartments; 
to those Jews who think of Judaism as a poli- 
tical party; to rabbis who preach all around 
the bush and never get around to Judaism as a 
decent way of personal life. 

Thanks to Rabbi Reichert for showing the 
girls the right way of Judaism.

HAVE received a great many 

letters in the past months in 
which requests were made for 
information concerning the op- 
portunities for young and talented 
actresses in Hollywood. The 
writers, presumably most of them 
talented Jewish girls and proud 
mothers of potential movie-star 
material, all have asked practic- 
ally the very same questions of 
me: Shall we come to Hollywood 
for training if we believe we 
have it in us to become motion 
picture players? Are the breaks 
easier to get into Movieland than 
in our home towns? How can 
aspiring actresses make the big 
hurdle into the movies? 

Although I am quite certain 
that it would be a simple thing 
for me to answer these ques- 
tions with authority, I decided 
to let you in on the opinion of 
one of Hollywood’s greatest of 
all Star Makers—the one and 
only Samuel Goldwyn.’ You 
don’t have to be told that Sam 
has been developing (and with 
great success) motion picture 
stars for years and years, and 
he is in the best position to 
know what it’s all about. What 
does he think? Here are his 

answers to the questoins I 

popped at him. 

“Hollywood is a bad place to 
train a young actress,” says Sam, 
“Acting like anything else, re- 
quires concentration in beginners. 
Hollywood glamor and publicity, 
its parade and competition in fa- 
shions, its rounds of cocktail par- 
ties and night life, by which many 
people judge their importance— 
these and a thousand other dis- 
tractions are apt to confuse a be- 
ginner, who should be thinking 
of only one thing, which is learn- 
ing how to act.” 

Continues Mr. Goldwyn: “Act- 
ing is an art, a profession and 
a tradition. It requires years 
of training, as much so for the 
screen as it did for the theatre. 
It’s an art in which you learn 
first to crawl, then to walk and 
finally to run. Hollywood is 
for experts. It is fast company. 
In most cases, it is much bet- 
ter to get the preliminary or 
basic training away from Holly- 
wood, 

“If a promising actress starts 
her career in Hollywood, she'd 
start off with one role, a small 
one, and spend many valuable 


months in cogching and prepara- 
tion for it. It would be a limited 
kind of experience and not nearly 
as valuable as a good school and 
some road or stock company ex- 
perience. , 

“To all young players who 
wish to climb to-stardom in the 
film business, I repeat, first, 
get the best preliminary train- 
ing in the widest variety of 
roles and parts before “coming 
out here and ,second, until you 
are ready, stay away from Hol- 
lywood distractions!” 

(Note: Webster describes “dis- 
traction” as: preplexity, disturb- 
ance, confusion, dissension, tu- 
mult, disorder, derangement, mad- 
ness and raving!)

ELL, girls, you can be proud of the fact that 

\ \ a young Jewish immigrant from Poiand 
heiped win your right to vote. She was born in 1810 
in a little town in Poland, the daughter of an Ortho- 
dox rabbi. Her name was Susanne Potoski. She 
was the most independent minded girl her family 
and friends had ever known. To begin with, she re- 
fused to accept the discriminatory laws that were 
issued against Jews. She decided to do something 
about it. She spoke to the leaders of the community 
she met in her father’s home. But they sighed sadly. 
The King of Prussia’s laws. ... That put a thought 
in the head of 16 year old Susmanne. She would 
see the King. She would make him see the in- 


justice to her people. She would have those awful , 


decrees repealed. 

So to Berlin this young girl went. There she 
sought and was granted an audience at the 
Palace. She made a speech, appealing to the 
King to lift the discriminatory laws affecting 
her and her people. She vowed she would not 
rest until something was done. She would not 
go home, she said, until something was done for 
her people. Jews were humans like all others, 
weren’t they? Jews must not be singled out in 
any land! 

She travelled to Holland and there she made her 
plea before the King. She went to Paris in 1830. 
There she met Lafayette. They talked about the 
new spirit of liberty that had swept across the At- 
lantic from the New World; that had swept the 
French people into a new life of liberty, equality, 
fraternity. She never forgot Lafayette’s story of the 
struggle the handful of colonists in America had 
made against their oppressors. She would go to 
America some day, but first she had much work 
to do in the Old World. She went to England, speak- 
ing to any groups of people who would listen, agitat- 
ing for equality without distinction of race, color 
or creed. ; 

* * * 

While in England Susmanne met and married 
a young English officer, William Rose. They 
were supremely happy. They made plans. To- 
gether they would campaign for her people’s 
rights, everywhere. She would return to her na- 
tive land and make her people stand up and 
demand their rights. But alas, she was arrested 
in a Galician town and banished from the coun- 
try by Emperor Franz Joseph. 


There was only one place to go, one country to 
turn to—the United States of America. In the New 
World she lectured on the science of government. 
Her audiences grew larger and larger. Perhaps her 
earnestness gave her the name of Ernestine. But 
as Ernestine Rose went from city to city in twenty- 
three states of the Union, she found herself in the 
midst of the current struggle for equal suffrage 
waged by Susan B. Anthony. Immediately she joined 
forces with the pioneers in the struggle. She was 
influential in obtaining equal suffrage in the State 
of Wyoming in 1869, the first of the United States 
of America to give women the vote.

Ernestine Rose lived to be 83, but never a 
moment of her life did she stop demanding hu- 
man rights for all human beings, regardless of 
race or color or creed. Thank her, too, for the 
19th amendment, adopted in 1919!

1837 cial reference to the 
earthquake in the days 
of King Uzziah, King of Judah, 
In 1033, the city of Ramlah, seat 
of a great academy of Jewish 
learning was destroyed by an 
earthquake. Palestine has been 
subject to frequent earthquakes 
because of the volcanic nature of 
the region around the Salt Sea. 
Josephus describes the earth- 
quake that occurred in Judea 
during the battle of Actium. The 
earth trembled and many ani- 
mals and more than 30,000 per. 
sons perished. A few years be. 
fore Bar Kochba’s insurrection, 
the cities of Caesarea and Em- 
maus were destroyed by an earth- 
quake. The trembling of the 
earth mentioned in Matthew at 
the time of the crucifixion of 
Jesus was actually an earthquake. 
On Jan. 1837 the whole province 
of Galilee was shaken; the cities 
of Safed and Tiberias especially 
suffered, 4,000 Jews perishing.

Edict of Toleration of Emperor 
Joseph II. The edict, unusually 
enlightened for its era, was the 
beginning of a new epoch in the 
life of Central European Jewry. 
Joseph was a believer in the 

principles of humanitar- 
JAN. 2, ianism as taught by the 
1872 philosophers of his time, 
and while he remained 
a devout Catholic in matters of 
dogma, he opposed the Church 
strongly in its policy towards the 
adherents of other creeds. It was 
this attitude which affected the 
Jews almost from the moment 
that he ascended the throne. He 
abolished the poll-tax and the 
Jew’s Badge in 1781 and issued 
the “Toleranzpatent” on Jan. 2, 
1782, in which the principles were 
laid down that the restrictions on 
the Jews should be gradually re- 
moved and that the Jews should 
be encouraged in taking up hand- 
icrafts and agriculture; the 
schools were declared expressly 
open to them.

Moses Mendelssohn, philoso- 


pher and religious reformer, died. 
Mendelssohn was indeed one of 
the most winning characters in 
all Jewish history. He was born 
in Dessau, Germany, in 1729, the 
son of a humble sopher 

JAN. 4, or scribe. The youth’s 
1786 diligence in his Hebraic 
studies brought on him 

an illness which left him weak 
and delicate and deformed. He 
had humped his back and sharp- 
ened his intellect by tmordinate 
poring over the rabbinical texts. 
He learned to use the German 
language with a facility which 
Made him the leading figure in 
German literature. On a mo- 
Mentous day in 1754 he made 
the acquaintance of Gotthold 
Lessing and the two became fast 
friends. Lessing had been preach- 
ing the gospel of tolerance and 


. the friendship with Mendelssohn 


Fesulted in “Nathan the Wise,” a 
Matserpiece which was created 
the personality of his 


gifted Hebrew friend. To the 
surprise of many, Mendelssohn 
won a prize awarded by the Prus- 
sian Academy of Sciences for the 
best essay on a certain ab- 
truse metaphysical subject. The 
achievement was noteworthy in 
view of the fact that one of the 
unsuccessful candidates was Im- 
manuel Kant. Mendellsohn’s most 
popular achievement, of course, 
was his translation of the Penta- 
teuch in beautiful Hebrew prose 
to which he added a clear, con- 
cise commentary. The “Bihur” 
as it is called created a profound 
intellectual revolution. The Jews, 
after a long confinement within 
their physical and mental ghettos 
had corrupted their speech, but 
now were learning German from 
the new translation of the Bible! 
Gradually the whole motive of 
Jewish education was changed. 
By one masterful stroke Mendel- 
ssohn opened a new world to his 
people. They became interested 
in Germany and German thought. 
They began. to long for citizen- 
ship, for participation in the af- 
fairs of the nation. They became 
Germans and Europeans. It was 
the gallant little hunch-backed 
philosopher who was responsible 
for many of the changes which 
followed in the life of the Jewish 
people during the latter 18th and 
19th centuries,

The Editor's Chair, 

I am continually being asked 
by various heads of organiza- 
tions to come to see them, or 
have lunch with them when I get 
to New York, but so far I have 
studiously avoided accepting 
these invitations and for a rea- 
son. I like to meet the people we 
write about in the paper, but it 
comes with so much more grace 
if I run into them at a meeting 
or some affair and we are intro- 
duced. Then we can be friends if 
we have anything in common or 
not and there’s no feeling that 
they condescended to have me 
call on them because they want 
to use the paper for their pur- 
poses. 


The latest incident of this kind 
was when a friend called me re- 
cently to say that a certain man 
would like for me to see him 
when I next get to New York. 
This leader complained that he 
was not getting a friendly press 
in The Post and thought that if 
we met and got to know one an- 
other, some of the misunder- 
standing would be cleared up. I 
understand that this would be 
crude to charge that this is a 
bald attemrt to bridle the press. 





But in the case of this individ- 


ual I cannot recall ever mention- 
ing him in an editorial or in my 
editor’s chair. That being so, 
then all I have done is to print 


the news, or what our columnists 
have written, and in both cases 


as readers of this paper know I 
usually lean over backwards, 
and ven my inclination is not 


to print anything I print it any- 
Way, because as an individual I 
know that I am too often per- 
suaded by a sort of self-censor- 
ship, (such as this is a Jewish 
paper, what will the Goyim say, 
etc.) and also I know that there 
is no better cure for any particu- 
lar situation than to bring it out 
into the open. I should say here, 
however, that always I try to be 
Sure that what is being printed 
is accurate. 


To get back to my story, there 
is one place in which I do handle 
the news of this individual in 
which I could be said to be giv- 
ing him unfavorable treatment, 
but the fault is his, not mine. In 
front of me this very minute I 
have two stories from his press 
department, and both of them 
start out with his name, al- 
though there is no need whatso- 
ever to mention him in the 
story, and if so, then perhaps in 
the third or fourth paragraph. 
Here is the opening, verbatim, 
of one story, that doesn’t have to 
do with this man at all, but only 
with the institution he heads. “At 
the request of ————,” and 
' then goes on for fifteen words 
before even getting down to the 
'mews, all because this man’s

name must be carried first in the 
article. 

I am not saying specifically 
that this man instructs his press 
department to use his name first 
in every news story, but he does 
know what his press department 
is doing and evidently has done 
nothing to change the situation. 
In my opinion the way to be 
modest is to be modest, and that’s 
all there is to that. 

While on the subject there is 
one other point. And that is that 
I find myself freer to criticize if 
I don’t know the individual per- 
sonally whom I am eriticising. In 
fact I’m of such a gullible nature 
that after I meet one of these 
big-shots it takes me about a 
half-year before the effects of 
the meeting have worn off and I 
can get back into my normal 
challenging attitude. As a result 
I often worry that as I meet 
more and more of these leaders, 
then my critical faculty becomes 
more and more impaired and the 
effectiveness of my editorials be- 
come less and less, and the pa- 
per serves its purpose more and 
more poorly. 

To end the story, I told my 
friend that I would drop in and 
see this leader in New York next 
time I am up there, but I won’t 
and it won’t be necessary, be- 
cause he'll read this and I 
wouldn’t be welcome anyway.

So many readers seem to take 
offense at our “Korrespondence 
Klub.” It so happens however 
that I will not drop it from the 
paper. It is becoming one of our 
most popular features, and I like 
it because it presents an oppor- 
tunity for The Post to serve. If 
The Post can be a medium for 
oringing together lonely people, 
then all the criticism based on 
the contention that the column is 
something less than dignified, 
will not make me drop it from the 
paper.

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Needn’t Be Shocked By Revelation In San Francisco 


HE revelation of the anti-Jewish rule of— ship, and although it is uncommon, there have 


the secret fraternities and sororities in 
San Francisco high schools will probably come 
as a shock at first glance, but those who have 
been familiar with fraternities and sororities 
as a whole have not been unaware of the 
situation, and then too it must be remembered 
that social bias is common in every commun- 
ity in the United States. 

But this is High School, a public school, and 
bias of this type should definitely not be tol- 
erated. It requires only a bold stand on the part 
of the Jewish group, and these organizations 
will be wiped out as they should be. 

There is hardly a community in the United 
States in which there are not social organ- 
izations which prohibit Jews from member- 


been instances of luncheon clubs which bar 
Jews from membership. This type of social 
bias although it can be quite deadly, cannot 
be outlawed and can be attacked only by the 
slow process of education. 

In our High schools and colleges, Jewish 
groups have formed their own fraternities and 
sororities to offset the discrimination practices 
of the non-Jewish fraternities. This is not a 
wholesome situation, but has its advantages as 
well as disadvantages as long as we do not 
live in a utopia. It would be better in this 
paper’s estimation if there were no Jewish 
fraternities or sororities at all because they 
too discriminate—against other Jews. 


Intellectual Dishonesty of The American Jewish Committee 


F you have noticed, and you must have, the 
irritation of regularly-constituted national 
groups at the American Jewish Committee, 
then you should know that the reason no doubt 
is that these organizations see the Committee 
led to water, then refuse to drink. 


The Committee asks for 100,000 Jews to be 
admitted to Palestine, and sees their request 
turned down. The Committee asks the U. 5. 
to admit the DPs to the United States, then 
sees Truman merely implement the present 
immigration laws, which permit immigration 
of almost none of the DPs. The Committee’s 
own representatives, sent to the DP camps t23 
see and report, say that Palestine not only must 
be opened and immediately, as a haven, but is 
the only alternative. 


That next step is political Zionism. That next 
step is to fall in line with almost all of U. 5S. 
and world Jewry and demand that the nations 
of the world give that tiny section of the 


earth’s surface to the Jews to develop their 
own culture and civilization as their masters. 

It shows a sort of intellectual dishonesty 
when the comittee traverses every step of logic 
by which any individual is convinced that Zion. 
ism is the only hope for the present (the 
American Jewish Committee is .already com- 
mitted to a Jewish Homeland when Jews be- 
come a majority in Palestine, but when they 
come to the place where they must make the 
decision, if they are to be consistent, then they 
back and mill around, afraid of the logic of 
their own reasoning. 

Little wonder then that Zionists are forced 
to believe that the Committee is dishonestly 
using such pretexts as asking for 100,000 visas 
to Palestine, only because they recognize that 

‘they cannot remain human and still overlook 
the plight of the DPs, and must suggest every- 
thing, but that actually they detest the word 
Palestine, and everything connected with it be- 
cause of fear for their own position. 


It Works Well In This Land 


N the occasion of the twenty-fifth anni- 

versary of the Histadruth, it might profit 
our readers to know more about a study of 
the labor-management situation in Palestine 
where one gigantic union not only counts sev- 
enty-five per cent of all the Jewish workers of 
Palestine, but in addition owns and controls 
cooperatives which provide 70 per cent of the 
motor transport facilities, 66 per cent of the 
building construction, sizeable proportion of 
the output in many other industrial categories, 
and 80 per cent of the total Jewish agricul- 
tural production. A comparable situation would 
not obtain in the United States if all the 
labor unions were organized into one vast 
Federation, and if all the cooperatives were 
part of this union, because even then their 
percentage of the total production in the United 
States would be insignificant when compared 
to like percentages of the Histadruth. 


Those of our readers who although they 
don’t class themselves as reactionary follow 
out to the very last degree the thorough pro- 
cesses and the activities of those who resent 
a change in the status quo, might ponder the 
fact that we are living at a time when the ma- 
jority (in any land the laboring class) are 
demanding their just share of the national 
income, and that a peaceable answer to this 
demand such as has been evolved in Palestine 
is the surest guarantee of stability, progress 
and peace. 

U. S. Rabbis almost to a one are solidly 
behind the Histadruth movement because they 
know it represents the fruition in modern 
times of the precepts of the prophets, those 
in vague generalities, but whose specific in- 
rebulous figures whom we all quote sincerely 
injunctions with equal sincereity we ignore 
and transgress. 


Current Comment 


Reform Has Positive Achievements of No 
Mean Credit Says Dr. Robert Gordis, President 
of The Rabbinical Assembly of America in 
“Conservative Judaism”—Similar criticisms of 
the Reform movement have been made before. 
However it has usually been overlooked that 
these strictures notwithstanding, Reform was 
an expression of the Jewish will to survive and 
that its protagonists, however mistaken, were 
actuated by a genuine desire to preserve their 
heritage. Those who lacked that impulse found 
quicker and easier ways to escape their Jewish 
background. When this is recognized, it follows 
naturally that Reform has positive achieve- 
ments of no mean order to its credit. Within 
its ranks, which originally included moderate 
as well as extreme views, were men like Abra- 
ham Geiger whose brilliant re-interpretations 
in Judaism are still significant; Leopold Zunz, 
of Jewish values and emphasis on development 
the father of the science of Judaism who favor- 
ed necessary modifications, and Leopold Low, 
whose contributions to the problem of change 
in Jewish law are still valuable today. Even the 
patent errors and inadequacies of Reform 
Judaism have high pedagogic value. If we to- 
day strive to avoid them, it is in large measure 
because of the previous experience of “classi- 
cal” Reform Judaism, which serves both as an 
example and a warning. Obviously, for us to 


repeat them would be the height of folly, but 
only because others have paid the price of ex- 
perience. 

Moreover, the contribution of Reform, used 
in the broadest sense, is by no means purely 
negative. Much of its achievement is today 
common property for all the modern schools 
in Judaism, Orthodoxy and Conservatism as 
well as Reform. It seems to us undeniable 
that Reform fulfilled a function which needed 
to be done. The emphasis upon decorum in 
worship, the elimination of many superstitious 
accretions in observance, the introduction of 
the sermon in the vernacular, the elimination 
of such abuses as the selling of honors in the 
synagogue, the reduction of the piyyut, the 
sanctity of which derived in large measure 
from its incomprehensibility, were each of 
them bitterly opposed as representing an af- 
front to tradition. This in spite of the fact that 
for centuries leading rabbinic authorities had 
attacked some of these abuses to no avail. Even 
the production of properly printed prayer 
books, free from scribal errors and gram- 
matical monstrosities, was an achievement of 
the modern trend in Judaism. These and sim- 
ilar changes do not seem radical today, ap- 
pearing rather as part of the natural adjust- 
ment of Judaism to the modern age.

CONFERENCE IGNORES DELEGATE'S

As you are now planning for 
a third session of the American 
Jewish Conference, I will take 
the liberty at this time to discuss 
briefly certain phases of the past 
two sessions of the Conference.

mittee meetings, because I was 
placed on he Credtntials Commit- 
tee, which had little or nothing 
to do during the entire session. 
Not being a member on the Res- 
cue, Palestine or Post-War Com- 
mittees, I was not allowed to sit 
in on these committee meetings, 
much less participate in their de- 
liberations. Once or twice I suc- 
ceeded in crashing in on these 
committees, but I felt like an un- 
invited guest, as the doorman 
emphasized that only members 
of the committee may enter the 
room. 


Why can’t any delegate attend 
any committee meetings, as long 
as he does not vote on the ques- 
tions involved? Why can’t a dele- 
gate be given the prerogative of 
choosing a place on a committee 
for which he may be best quali- 
fied to serve, thus giving each 
committee maximum compet- 
ence?

When the voting time came, with 
hundreds of hands up, one more 
tired hand would make little 
change in the course and the ob- 
jectives of the conference. Yes, I 
was spell-bound and_ inspired 
with the silver-tongued oratorical 
eloquence and applauded lustily. 
This, however, in itself would 
not justify 2,000 miles of travel, 
as I would have heartily agreed 
with most of the speeches when 
I would read them at home. I 
would have made no contribu- 
tion to the principles underlying 
these speeches, in either case. 

Now, a few words about the 
caucus meetings. I understand 
fully the object of blocs and 
therefore the necessity of caucus 
meetings. The registration of 
deiegates into various blocs helps 
to ascertain the numerical repre- 
sentation of the various ideologi- 
cal expressions prevalent in Jew- 
ish life today, and thereby per- 
mitting proportionate representa- 
tion on the various committees of 
the conference from an ideologi- 
cal standpoint. 

I remember well the conflicts, 
cross purposes, intimidations and 
the behind the scenes wire-pull- 
ing generated in the organization 
of the blocs; the wasteful activity 
of many delegates in the first 
few days of the conference in 
setting up these ideological 
groupings; the terrific pressures 
on the delegates who came to 
the conference under the inno- 
cent assumption that they are to 
represent Jewish communities 
and regions and not segments of 
Jewish life; and last and the 
most important is that these so- 
called blocs served to give the 
Conference an atmosphere of di- 
vision, disunion, plural allegiance, 
for one was at times in conflict 
whether to support the bloc of 
his choice or to vote in accord- 
ance with his own conscience. I 
know of course that the delegate 
was not bound to the decisions of 
the bloc, but would not the dele- 
gate feel happier if he were free, 
without any ideological reserva- 
tions, to think and act in accord- 
ance to what, in his opinion was 
the best for our people? This sys- 
tem, I contend, is not conducive 
to unity and has a decided ten- 
dency to weaken the organiza- 
tional structure; set up artificial 
walls among delegates and dis- 
tract the minds of the delegates 
from the over-all purposes of the
